NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Our correspondent at Haifa give very re-assuring accounts of the progress 
of the other colonies, and above all he gives emphatic evidence of the capacity 
of color ists in Palestine for an agricultural life. The triumph of the “ Rosh Pina” 
colonists over their ¢ifficulties is a victory at which all Jews should rejoice, 
They have practically given the lie to their detractors, and have proved that the 
Jews can make sacrifices for the love of Palestine, and are as capable and as willing 
to till the land as in days of yore. We draw attention to onr correspondent’s 
appeal in behalf of the Yessod Hamalo Colonists to enable them to buy stock 
and build houses. 


[It is satisfactory to know that the economic condition of the Jews of Rou- 
mania is still engaging the attention of the Anglo-Jewish Asgociation. The 
Executive Committee of the Association are collecting evidence upon the sub- 
ject which will justify representations to the Government, should such be thought 
advisable. Not much has been heard of the question of late ; but it must not be 
imagined on that account that the grievances of our Roumanian brethren have in 
thy slightest degree been redress d. No news is not ne esarily good news ip 
respect to Roumano-Jewish affairs. The situation remains unaltered, and is as 
intolerable as ever, Meanwhile, some disgrac ful acts of overt persecution of 
which Roumanian Jews have been the victims will require immediate action on 
the parc of the Anglo-Jewish Association. We published an account of these 
outrages last week. How a Government that professes to be just 
and enlightened can suffer such deeds to be perpetrated, not merely 
hy those over whom it rules, but by its own representatives, passes com 
pre hension. Roumamia is fast placing herself outside the area of ivilization. If 
rovernments, deterred by political considerations, hesitate to call her to account. 
she will none the less be held guilty by humane and upright men. 


The Jewish Provincial Ministers’ Fund has already done good service by 
providing more than one country congregation with an eflicient minister. A. new 
departure in the development of its work is marked by an arrangement which 
will admit of the services of the Rev. A. A.Green, the recently appointed Minister of 
the Sheffield Congregation, being utilized for the benefit of the Hanley Congrega- 
tion. Mr. Green is to visit Hanley once a month, when he will preach in the 
synagogue and conduct Classes in Hebrew and Religion. It is to be hoped that 
the precedent thus set will be widely adopted. Circuit preaching is an idea 
which we have constantly supported ; and the small provincial congrezations 
would specially benefit by the adoption of the plan. It would be well, of course, 
if every provincial congregation had its own minister. 
at present, 


jut this is not possible 
Not only isthe money wanting, but the men are wanting as well. 
Until these defects are remediéd, we mnst be content with the Circuit-principle. 
ohly so far as preaching is concerned. Hebrew and Relizious teaching once 
in four weeks—which is to be the arrangement at Hanley—is certainly better 
than nothing ; but it is very little. An arrangement is urgently necessary for 
providing a “ constant supply ” of religious instruction for the children connected 
with provincial congregations. The “ intermittent ” principle is not sufficient. 
But we deal with this question elsewhere this wee<. 


We are glad to learn that the attempt to establish Sanday Services in the 
Temple Emanu-El of New York has sustained a decisive defeat. The event is 
all the more significant because the proposed innovation had the approval of the 
Minister of the Congregation, the Rev. Dr. Gottheil. Indeed, it is owing toa 
letter addressed by the reverend gentlemin to his congregants last sammer, 
in which he expressed himself, though in guarded language, in favour of Sunday 
Services, that an inquiry was instituted into the question. That in these circum- 
stances the proposal has been negatived by a large majority is a conclusive proof 
that the congregation is less heterodox than it has been painted. Despite its 
reform tendencies and the example of other advanced congregations in the 
United States—that of Chicago for example—it has clearly kept in view the 
dangers which would attend the establishment of a Sunday Service. It is true 
that the proposed innovation did not include the abolition of the Sabbath Service. 
But a Sunday Service once established, the desuctude of the Sabbath Service would 
only be a question of time. As we pointed out, also, some time ago, the establish 
ment of Sunday Services would be interpreted as an indication that in the eyes 
of the Synagogue the Seventh Lay Sabbath had properly lost in these times 
some of its binding force; and thus the security of one of the most vital insti- 
tutions of Judaism would be seriously imperilled.

We 
will leave that too, and much else, to fight its own battle.” Why ? The cause 
was one of justice, and therefore eminently worthy of his advocacy. When 
{ itlyle could have done so mach for the Bill by entering the lists on its behalf 
to have resolved as he did, not to move a finger in it, was a remarkable evasion 
of duty. Carlyle’s rev lt against the too lite ral applic ition of the S icred ae brew 
books to the every day life of his modern Gothic world was in many sperts 
useful. Bat it was the natare of the man who urged the “ Exolus from 
Houndsditch,” to be carried into extravagances by the very enthusiagsn which 
gave power to his preaching. 


As in London, so in Paris, no reliable estimate can be formed of the extent 
of the Jewish community. This drawback is regarded by the Consistoire of Paris 
as being particularly injurivus to the moral interests of the community. Formerly, 
when the reneral census of the popul ition indic ited the religion of every indi- 
vidual, the Consistoire gathered sufficient information to enable it to arrive at 
a tolerably correct idea of the total figure of the Jewish population, and of the 
composition of families, Now, however, that this resource is no longer avail- 
able, the Consistoire is in possession of but very incomplete data on the subject. 
With the view of filling up this lacuna, the Consistoire, it appears, has determined 
upon what practically amounts to a census of the Jews in Paris, and to facilitate 
this work, tables have been drawn up which are to be widely circnlated. and 
when tilled in are to be returned to the office of the Consistoire. We do not antici 
pate for the experiment such eomplete success as the Administration of the 
Parisian community hopes to attain. In the French capital, as is the case in many 
other cities, though probably not to so great extent as in Paris, there are a large 
number of Jews who make it convenrent to forget that they belong to the Jewish 
body throughout a great portion of their lives, and only remember this fact when 
the hour of their death is at hand. This class of persons is not like ly ty) give 
the Consistoire the information which it 1s legitimately desirous of obta ning, 


That admirable French institution, the Socicté des Etudes Juives. is. we 
regret to learn, not in so flourishing a condition, froma financial point of view, as 
its well-wishers would desire. At the recent annual meeting the Treasurer had 
again the nopleasant duty of reporting a considerable falling off in the number 
of members. This secession has not yet had the effect of. producing a deficit in 
the exchequer ; but if the Society should continue to lose in strength, its future 
nay we i be despaired of. The collapse of the Societ if s Etudes Juives would, 
for obvious reasons, be regarded as a veritable ealamity by the students of 
ilebrew literature. No blame for such an undesirable event could be attached 
to the eminent scholars who form the governing body of the Soci ty, for they 
have thoroughly kept faith with their subscribers, both in the regularity of the 
publication of the ec ral volumes and in the excell nee and importance of the 
matter contained in them. We fear that the Jewish reading public in France is 
not yet sufliciently advanced in culture for the learned. works issned by the 
Society. 


The meeting of the Vegetarian Society this week suggests the tliought that 
vegetarianism has never found favour with Jews. The use of the tlesh of 
animals is made by the Pentateuch to rest on a Divine permission which 
was given to Noah : and it may be noted in passing that the origin of both cating 
meat and drinking wine is associated by the Sacred Volume with the life of that 
patriarch. The permission of the former practice is implied, again, in those 
regulations, of the Law which distinguish between “clean” and “ unclean”’ 
animals. The relative value of a flesh and vegetarian dict according to Israelitish 
notions may be gathered from the maxim in Proverbs which aftirms “a dinner of 
herbs where love is to be better than a stalled ox and hatred therewith.” By the 
Rabbins meat and wine were deemed the choicest kinds of food. They constitute 
the good cheer specially recommended for occasions of rejoicing. Moreover, a 
predilection for fish has always been a prominent Hebrew « haracteristic: When, 
owing to religious reasous, meat has not been obtainable, Jews have still done 
their best to avoid yegetarian fare. They have diligently sought for fish to 
supply the necessary animal food. In fact the Jewish atttitude towards the Vege- 


tarian question is the same as towards the Alcohol question. The flesh of certain. 


animals is a useful food and therefore may legitimately be eaten. But gluttony 
is as repugnant to Jewish teaching as intemperance is. Moderation is the first 
and last word of Judaism on the subject. 


One of the speakers at the mecting of the Vegetarian Society stated that there 
are some persons whose vegetarian . principles are based on the words of the 
Bible. We hardly see how they can get much support for their views from that 
source. Itis true that Daniel and his companions are described as thriving on a 
diet of pulse ; but the incident is clearly quoted as ago exceptional one. On the 
other hand it is unnecessary to regard it as one of miraculous character. Pulse 
is known to be the most nutritious of food ; and the incident in the Book of 
Daniel is interesting as teaching a fact which has been demonstrated by modern 
science. The true nutritive value of certain kinds of food which are commonly 
despised has yet to be learnt by the majority of persons, an t by the poor espe- 
cially. The Vegetarian Society is doing good work in calling attention to this 
point.

WORK FOR THE UMEMPLOYED. 
ro THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” : 

Sin,—You kindly inserted two letters from me last year on this subject. Its 
gt at importance must be my excase for troubling youagain, Thereare numbers of 
hapless coreligionists of ours who would gladly work, but there is no work to be obtained. 
The consequence is that, although far from being paup=rs in spirit, they are compelled 
by force majeure to become paupers in practice. They apply for charitable relief 
with its vicious moral effects, when work would save them from both. Why should 
not an effort be made to find that work forthem ! Why should not che help extended 
to them take the form of employment instead of money? As I pointed out in a 
previous letter difficulties of all kinds lie in the way, but no difficulties that labour 


and patience and energy could not overcome, Let us all first make up our minds 


that obtaining employment for the able-bodied poor is to be the on/y means of 
charitable relief, and we shall be ready to take any amount of trouble in order to 
procure them work. It is much easier no doubt to respond to an application for 
assistance with money than with employment. But there is’ also no doubt 
that money is only a temporary palliative, and one which really aggravates the 
disease, If any serious attempt is to be made to grapple with poverty at its source 
it must be by the substitution of work for pecuniary relief, 

I believe that the plan is perfectly practicable. Permit me to give an instance 
of one way in which it might be carried out, Let all the money that would, 
under the present system, be spent in giving pecuniary assistance to unemployed 
men, be used in establishing and maintaining a large firewood factory. Let every 

e3e€ “ving poor man be sent to this factory when out of work and in want of assist. 
ance, and let him be paid a small sum, say Is. 6d. to 2s. for every day's labour, The 
remuneration will not be tempting enough to induce anyone to give up for it his 
orainary occupation, for it would only be at the rate of 9s. to 12s, a week : but it 


wouldbe justeuflicient to keepa family from starvation. <A collateral advantage of 


such a plan would be its adaptability as a test of the genuineness of distress, The 

impostor or the lazy mendicant would avoid applying for relief which necessitates 

hird and, as the market rates go, inadequately paid toil, As things are at present 
e are compelled to relieve starving families with money, however strongly 

we may deprecate almsgiving. But if

work to do,

Do we quite realise what giving work means! Have any of my read- 
ers been into the houses of the poor avd seen them sitting cold and hungry and 

ejected in their squalid rooms, with their hands lying idle because they cannot find 
‘(mployment: We blame the poor for begging, but are there many among us who 
would not beg for bread for the little children they love, if there were no other 


means of procuring it for them! I think there can be no more miserable sight 


than to see strong men and women who are willing to work starving because there 
is ro work for them to do, And this is the sight, unfortunately, to be met with 
dur.ng the winter months in hundreds of poor Jewish homes, “When the master 
tailors are slack, no one can estimate the misery that ensues among the men, I 
know it will be said that the poor are improvident, and that they ought to save 
when work is plentiful for the time when it is scarce ; but very few of them earn 
wages sufficiently large to admit of this saving. Be this as it may, the fact remains 
that there is alweys a large number of the poor doomed to enforced idleness ) 
it is impos-ible to exaggerate the moral harm that results from such idleness, 

There are many other kinds of employment besides wood chopping that we 
could provide for the poor, A large basket and mat factory might be eatablished 
or, a8 in the case of the Liverpool Board of Guardians. orders might be executed dor

Though I believe that for the firewood, mats, &ec., a ready market could be found 
at any rate in the community, yet we must be prepared to find the scheme financi. 
ally a failure. Itis possible that it may evenentail a larger expenditure than the old 


oe pcm But surely the money will be well spert. It will largely help to 
eradicate pauperism ; it will save the self-reepect of the poor, and str 
them the love of independence, 


In conclusion, I have to ask all those who have at heart the well-being of theit 


humbler brethren to bestow their best consideration on the project, and to give 
energetic help towards carrying it out,

Str,—Can any of your readers explain the following remarkable coincidence 
between the habits of the Austro-Hungarian Jews and the negroes of Jamaica? 

In Dr. Gerson Wolf's work on the Jews of Austria-Hungary, he states that on 
the occurrence of death “the mirrors in the dwelling-house are either covered over 
or turned towards the wall, and are only re-arranged after the thirty days of deepest 
mourning have elapsed,” The reason given for this is that we should not pander to 
our vanity during this time of mourning, and that evil spirits which are supposed 
to lead their dances then should not look at themselves in the glasses, He adds that 
the water in the house, and sometimes that in the next three houses, is poured away, 
for which the following explanation is given : Samuel, the angel of death, is a 
many-eyed creature. He stands at the head of the dying man, and when about to 
execute his purpose swings forward the sword which he holds in his hands and 
allows the drop of: gall-poison hanging on its point to fa'l into the mouth of his 
victim, thus putting an end to his life. Coming into contact with the dead renders 
the sword unclean, and therefore the angel of death is obliged to c'eanse it, It is 


feared that he will make use of the nearest vessel containing water, and therefore - 


all stored water is emptied out. . . . . Daring the thirty days of mourning 
the bed of the deceasfl remains unoccupied ; at its head is placed a burning lght, 
tecause, accordiog to Solomon, “ The spirit of man is the candle of the Lord ” 
(Proverbs xx., 27). Alsoa glass of water and a towel, so that the departed soul 
may wash and dry itself, During this time the water evaporates, and those who are 
unacquainted with this law of nature are convinced of the truth of their supersti- 
tion that the soul of the deceased bathed itself therein. 

Mr. James Grant, in “ Vere of Ours,” describing a scene in Jamaica, says : 
“ All the mirrors and looking-glasses that were left unbroken were covered or turned 
to the wall, lest the Spirit of Massa Bellingham or of Missy Virginia, if she, too, 
were dead, should be reflected in them ; all the water in the house was being carc- 
fully emptied, that Death might cool his dart in it, and beside the dead planter a 
jar of water, with a light to be kept burning for nine days, was placed to enable 
the spirit of the deceased to quench his thirst if it returned, And many other 
mummeries imported from Africa by the negro slaves of old were in. process at 
Mango Garden,’

JEWS AND MONEY-LENDING, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sjrn,—Whilst fully sharing your own and your correspondent’s horror of usury, 
whether practised by Jew or Gentile, I cannot think that the suggestions hitherto 


made for its suppression are calculated to mitigate the evil, whieh can be eradicated 
only by striking at its root, 


That the malpractices of money-lending at usurious rates has its origin in 
Judaism, is an assertion as base as it is baseless, which has been confuted times out 
of mind. But that it should be pursued by a larger proportion of Jews than of 
Christians is easily accounted for by the circumstance that Jews, for centuries, have 
been not only compelled to regard money-getting as the sole means ¢f purchasing 
immunity from the direst persecation, but have actually been constrained by the 
ruling powers to exact a higher rate of interest upon their monetary transactions 
than non-Jews needed in theirs, through the monstrous impositions and taxations to 
which the oppressed Hebrew was systematically subjected, 

The wonder, therefore, is, not that there should be so many, but rather so few 
Jewish money-lenders, 

I purposely substitute the milder for the harsher term, because everyone who 
charges a high rate cf interest is not necessarily a usurer. Moreover, it is unrea- 
sonable to expect that decennia of equality and freedom should suffice to counteract 
the damaging effect of centuries of the cruellest oppression, 

The man whom a canting world brands with the stigma of usurer, is as much 
a necessary element of society, asat present constituted, asa pawnbroker or a scaven- 
ger, untavoury though their callings be, so long as those who raise the outcry against 
them do not provide for the removal of the evils whence they take their origin, 
Whither shall the innocent victim of the so-called usurer go to seek relief? A loan 
on moderate terms without adequate security is unobtainable from men of business, 
whilst philanthropists, as a rule, lack the practical experience to enable them to 
distinguish between a pauperising gift and a judiciously arranged loan, 

Let us then, uniting philanthropic business-men with business-like philanthro- 
pists, establish loan societies ca'culated to supersede the usurer—then, and then 
alone shall we be justified in shaking off the reproach that we tolerate the usurer, 
So long as such provision is not amply made againatthe vicissitudes that engender 
pressing want, we have no right to stigmatise every money-lender by profession as 
an unworthy member of society. 

For those intemperate workers of their 9wn ruin, whose extravagance and self- 
indulgence render them an easy prey to a grasping usurer, philanthropy would 
labour in vain, Indeed, it is an open question at whose door the greater sin will 
lie, that of the giver or the taker of a post-olit, Such miscreants will continue to 
exist in every community ; they deserve to be stigmatised, and are so, by all who 
respect themselves, Let them, by all means, be svcial/y tabooed, but religiously they 
can but be ignored, even as the law of the land perforce ignores them, as long as 
there exist no legal proofs of their infraction of it, 

To deny them the rights of congregational membership, or the honours to which 
such membership entitles them, would be to constitute ourselves inquisitors, arro- 
gating to ourselves the judgment that pertains to God alone, whilst depriving the 
victims of corruption of the sole moral influence that may act as a preventive to stil ! 
greater depravity. 3 

If those who so indignantly insist upon the exclusion of such men from con- 
gregational and honorary offices, would identify themselves a little more therewith, 
and not habitually absent themselves from congregational elections, there would be 
no fear of recoguised usurers figuring as heads of the Jewish community. 

Usury is not the only vice that untits for association with the Godly ; where then

shall exclusion, founded upon the test of untainted piety, begin or end? For thus 
doth Holy Writ characterise him who shall ‘‘sojourn in Heaven's tent, and dwell in 
His holy mount: ’ “ He that walketh uprightly and worketh righteousness, and 
apeaketh the truth in his heart: that uttereth no calumny with his tongue, that 
doth no evil to his neighbour, and bringeth no reproach on his fellow-man. In

SHALL WE PRAY IN ENGLISH. OR IN HEBREW? 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—May I crave a space in your important paper to advocate the ch inge pro- 

posed in the recent pamphlet of Mr. F. M. See, which has already been discussed in 
your colamns, and which, I trust, may lead to a practical and rood result ’ 
: The assertion of Mr. F. M, See, that “a child's education does not now extend 
more deeply into Hebrew than it does into French and German,” errs only in falling 
short of the mark ; for whereas facilities opportunities, and inducements are offered 
to attain excellence in the latter two languages, the study of the former is confined 
to about two hours a week, the ultimate aim of such study, in most cases, being to 
enable the student to understand the principal prayers, 

Consequent on the comparatively small knowledge of Hebrew possessed by the 
generality of the rising generation, the meaning of the words uttered in that 
tongue is conveyed to the mind but at second-hand, so to say; so that, before the 
meaning can be properly grasped, the words undergo mentally a translation into 
the vernacular ; and this very mental process diverts the impressive feeling that 
would accompany the words if expressed in the language of the country. This is’ 
doubtless. the reason why prayers are read from week to week in synagogues which 
are but scantily filled, and that on festivals the increased congreyation attends but 
listlessly to the officiating minister, and has recourse to conversation to wile aw ay 
the time. 

I venture to say that this could not happen, or at least would be obviated to a 
great extent, were the prayers impressively said in English. The import of the 
words would be at once conveyed to the mind (which is not the case in listening to 
Hebrew), and, except perhaps in the case of the most callous, would at least gain 
the respect of tilent attention, and would probably induce devoutness, 

The proposed change would influence beneficially, for the communal good, our 
conecientiously pious senior members, who are looked to, or shonld be, as examples 
of what is right, and even our ministers ; for custom permits them to’ adress suj- 
plications to the Great Creator of the Universe very much more rapidly than they 
would think of addressing themselves to.a fellow-creature, so that even clear enun- 
oaticn is sometimes out of the question, leaving aside the more important item of 
reflecting on what one says. The absurdity and almost irreverence exhibited in 
hurrying, apparently parrot-like, through a prescribed number of pages of the 
Prayer-bcok would be strikingly plain to them were the same sentences repeated in 

Again, the responses in the prayer of the “eighteen blessings” and other parts 
of the service as rendered by those who profess to be, and who are, very likely, con- 
s:ientiously pions, fill the synagogue with an uproanous sound, which is anything 
but conducive to individual or communal devotion, it being an accepted belief that 
increased emphasis lends increased fervour to one's utterances, (I may mention 
that lama member of 4 provincial congregation, which does not now enjoy the 
advantage of a choral servi:e). Were these responses chanted in Lnglish, it would 
become evident that the object of prayer would be better fulfilled by a quiet and 
impressive rendering. | 

All these practices have no doubt teen sanctioned, nay, even commanded, by 
custom ; but as Mr. F. M, See observes, the increased education which it has been 
the good fortune of the present generation to enjoy has led those to whom religion 
is a matter of interest to inquire into the matter for themselves, and to ask whether 
or not it be dependext on, or consistent with, the rapid and mechanical repetition of 
a stated portion of the Prayer-book in a given time The reply to this query can- 
not be other thin negative,and may lead us to doubt the efficacy of a religion 
which depends for its existence on the retention of established customs as opposed 
to consistency. Burke remarks, that “ when religion is once shaken by contempt 
the whole fabric cannot be stable nor Jasting.’ Let this indifference or contempt. 
elicited in the first p'ace by inconsistent usages, aud rapidly gaining ground, 
be dissolved by matual effort and consent. The general use of the English 
language as the medium for addressing our Maker would but tend to more consistent, 
and therefore stronger and more united, Judaism, 

There is no reason why the future of Judaism should not be as glorious as its 
past has been ; but circumstances require that we should conform to the require- 
ments of the altered times in which we live, if we would bring about this desirable 
end, My sincere desire to see an improvement in our communal services is the only 
apology 1 can offer for thus intruding on your valuable space,

THE WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 
- 

y next, Is an institution which has peculiar claims upon the 
attention and benevolence of the Jewish community. Found d in ISI1, this 
Charity has ever since performed work which has incalculably benefited our 
poor r bere thren. From the time of its found ition the nui be rof scholars steadily 
increased vear by year ; but about eight years ago the demand for admission 
into the school grew in a marked manner, until in 1882 Her M iesty’s Inspector 
reported, that unless more commodious premises were obtained the Gove rninent 
Gir sai ten faa partly, if not wholly, stopped. After much difficulty the Com- 
mittee succeeded in obtaining a plot of ground in Hanway Place on which a 
substantial building has been erected, and where the good work of the school is 
at present carried on. The following figures are interesting : 
the books—I1875, 186 ; 1876, 271 1877, 300; 1878, 
1881, 511 ; 1882, 520; 1883, 367 ; 1884, 394. 

At the present moment there are 450 scholars on the roll. Out of this number 
More than 200 are “ free” pupils, while the rest pay om ll’ fees in accordance 
with the position of the parents. The majority, therefore, of the children are 
draw n frora the poorest classes of the community, the fathers in most cases 
* ing journeymen tailors. Many of the pupils live three and four miles distant 
from the school, coming-from such remote districts as Chelsea. Kentish Town, 
St. John’s Wood. Lambeth, Haverstock Hill, and Clerkenwell. This fact in 
itself shows the absolute necessity of an institution ‘such as the Westminster 
Jews’ Free School ; for although there are Board Schools in every district of the 
metropolis, parents prefer sonding theig children these extremely long distances 
so that the young gene ration may receive a thorough religious training combined

with a sound secular education. The quality of the latter is well proved by the 
favourable reports of Her Majesty’s Inspector, which we have published ‘from 
tine to time, while the former has been highly spoken of by the Chief Rabbi, 
the Rev. S. Singer, and the late lamented Rev. A. L. Green. who have conducted 
periodical examinations in Hebrew and Religion. It may not be out of place to 
mention that this institution is also a training school for teachers, three of the 
present stall having been pupils, one of whom is a graduate of the London Uni- 
versity, and all have obtained high-class Government certificates. The Head 
Master, Mr. Jacob Woolf, and the Head Mistress, Miss Hertzon, were formerly 
ti if hy rs at the ar ws Pre i’ hool, aT 1] ine. 
The total cost of the new building in Hanw iy Place, with educational appli- 
ances, was over £7,000 of which little more than £4.000 was subseribed ¢ and to 
mect the deticiency the managers were compelled to sell out a portion of the 
funded - property, thus materially diminishing the annual income, Even the 
legacy of the late Baroness de Rothschild could not be funded (in accordance 
with the usual practice), from which a welcome addition would have been made 
to the ordinary income of the Institution ; but the bequest was devoted to 
replacing stock sold out to meet the deficiency in the Building Fund. On the 18th 
February next the Committe: will, through their President, Mr. Lowi; Diw-dson, 
inake an appeal on behalf of th ir institution, and we trast that the Jewish pub- 


. lic will respond in a liberal and generous manner. The name of Mr. Louis 


Davidson is synonymous with earnestness, good-will, and hard work in the 
luterests of the community at large, and his Chairmanship alone should ensure 
a goodly number of guests at the forthcoming dinner, and result in a handsome 
list of donations. We understand that the Sheriffs of London will 
attend the Dinner. We would earnestly remind the good friends of our public 
charities, that this school is the only Jewish educational establishment 1m the 
centre of London, and to carry it on in its present efficient state, a large amount 
is needed to meet the expenditure of the current year. The balance sheet to be 
submitted to the ensuing meting of the Governors and Subseribers shows 4 
deficit of £600, besides an indebtedness to the Treasurer of £400, and a balance 
in hand of only fot os, Dd. 


Wipows’ Bexevoient Socrery,—The City of London Benevolent Society for 
Assisting Jéwish Widows, has issued its nineteenth annual fiaancial statement, in 
anticipation of the gereral meeting to be held on Tuesday uext, The income of the 
society during the past year was £161 108, Ww hich, with the exception of a few 
shillings, was derived entirely from subscriptions. Many of the subscribers belong 
to the poorer working classes, and contribute at the rate of Id. or 21. a week, The 
expenditure amounted to £158 63, od, of which £114 15s, was granted to 27 
widows. The resources of the society being limited, the bounty is restricted to a 
weekly allowance of 5s, for one quarter, with an additional grant of £1 at the ex- 
piration of that term, 


SHEFFIELD.—At a meetir gr of the Congreration, held on Sunday lust. Mr. T. 
Guttman presiding, a letter was read from. the Rey. A. A. Green pointing out the 
Many Cases of povercy and destitution among the Jews of the town, and suggesting 
that steps should be taken for the immediate organisation of some systematic 
method of relief. In the course ofa strong appeal, Mr. Uireen sugested that in 
work of this kind the help of every Jew in the town, irrespective of which congre- 
gation he belonged to, should be solicited. Mr. Green's proposals were most cordially 
adopted, and the me etipng pledged itself to take immediate steps towards forming a 

toard of Guardians, a sum of money being subscribkd by those present. A meeting 
will be held on Sunday, 22nd of February, of all the Jews in Sheffield, when the 
scheme will receive special consideration. 

NEWCASTLE,—On Sunday last the prizes were distributed to the pupils of the 
Newcastle-on-Tyne Congregational Schools, by Mra Bernstone. Mr.J. H. Bernstone 
presided, Mr. Henry F. Levinson, Honorary Secretary, read the annual report, which 
stated that over a hundred children attended the school, divided into four standards 
and an infant class. The numbers were increasing, and much satisfaction was 
expressed with the teaching staff, and especially with the services of the Rev, Mr. 
Jacobs. the Head Master.--The annual ball in aid of the funds of the Newcastle-on- 
Tyne “ Friend-in-Need " Society was held in the Masonic Hall, on Thursday, the

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THE SAFEGUARD AND HINDRANCE OF JUDAISM.—IL. 
[BY MRS, MARY BOOLE. ] 


‘The following study was written to help a few intelligent friends, Jewish and 
Christian, in coming to an understanding of each other's standpoint. It seemed to 
me that its publication would come dangerously near the line which I have pro- 
mised never to cross, of obtroding my ideas of the Christian religion on my Jewish 
readers, The Rev. Dr. Hermonn Adler has, however, done me the honour to express 
his desire to see it inserted in the Jewish Chronicle, in terms which leave me no 
option but to comply. The Jewish religion shows one evident sign of Divine origin 
the anxiety of its ministers to evoke in their people a respectful sympathy with the 
religious feelings of others. |

To the majority of Christians, it is trae, contemporary Judaism seems either a 
hnge hypocrisy or a huge self-delusion ; but that is because they see it from a dist- 
ance ; those of us who come near enough to see it as it is, become Overwhelmed and 
awe-struck, and our views of many things are modified in consequence, A whole 
race possessed of the power of (so to speak) seeing God is a phenomenon for which 
nothing in our previous experience had prepared us. Jewish clergymen seem to 
stand in a different relation to their flocks from ours; they have little to teach 
except what each hearer could have found out for himself if he had cared to know 
it. A Jew does not want his pastor to tell him spiritual truths; cither he knows 
them. or he is indifferent to*them : he had by nature the power to see into Heaven 
just as clearly as his betters: if he has not s:en, it isbecause he was too idle or too 
degraded to look upwards, A Christian Dirine is at least supposed to be a man who 
knows more than his neighbours about the Invisible world ; a Jewish Rabbi is one 
who knows more than other people of what wise men have said about how to get 
this world right. (vnsecration, whether general or priestly, always implies for one 
of us, more or less, turning away from the earthly and receiving spiritual influence ; 
consecration, fora Jew, has quite as mach to do with the earthly as with the spiri- 
tual; it implies casting off the superficial, the sensational, the euperfluods, that 
force may flow undisturbed int» the practical and fruitful. And this difference as 
to the meaning of consecration and the aim of ecclesiastical training reveals a 
difference in the experience of natural dangers and in the ideal of safety, The 
indifference of Jews to what Gentiles call * spirituality” is a genuine instinct of 
self-preservation. 

But the strong recoil from tension on spiritual ideas, which is the safeguard of 
Judaism, has just one evil effect. The sablimest teachers, as well as practically the 
beat, are always men who, being in all other respects typical Jews, yet desire spiri- 
tuality for themselves and know how to reverence it in others ; who, in fact, combine 
the native Jewish insight and the severe Jewish moral training with that passion of 
spiritual carnestness which is more usually a characteristic of Gentiles and with 
what may be called a reverence for their own gifts. Now a Jew who reverences 
spiritual insight is seldom much approved of or trusted by ordinary Jews, 

Again, a not unusual concomitant of genius is that peculiarity of organization 
to which James Hinton gave the name of Genius par evrce!lence : a faculty which 
enables, or rather forces,a man to teach what he does not consciously know, to 
utter words which seem as fresh to himself as to his hearers, to preach great 
truths which he himself perhaps never rightly unders‘ands till others, in after 
years, reveal to him his own meaning. Many Christians still disbelieve in the 
existence of this phenomenon, and think that words written or spoken without full 
consciousness of their meaning must be mere raving ; but most of those among us 
who believe that great truths are revealed by a process of unconscious cerebration 
take a warm and perhaps exaggerated interest in the fact.: Jews, asa rule, take little 
interest in it; they do not deny that a man may tel! the world a great truth which 
at the time he did not himselfsee clearly enough to acton it; but,on the whole, they 
think the worse of him fordoing so, If Hosea or Ezekiel were to re-appear now, many 
Gentiles, it is true, would call him crazy ; but many would flock round him and make 
a religion of treasuring up his evezy word, Even Dr, Maudsley, who is not usually 
suspected of any undue tendengh ts favour religious sensationalism, would ray that 
his organisation had “ cracks --which let in light; that in him hereditary genias 
had reached a point of danger to health; that his highly neurotic temperament 
caused him to worry himself unreasonably about the hypocrisy of mankind; and 
that he had better seek the society of intelligent and honest persons and not expose 
himself over-much to antagonism from inferior minds. But Jews would say ;: “ He 
ji ncthing particular, only just a typical Jew ; indeed, he is not even that; he is too 
sensational and not sincere enough ;if he hal been in earnest he would have kept 
his wife at home while she lived and performed proper mourning ceremonies when 

she died ; we Jews hate humbug ; we care more for conduct than for talk.’ And by 

‘sonduct *’ Jews usually mean, not general moral uprightness, tut behaviour strictly 
correct according to rules previously agreed upon and known to all the Hebrew 
community, They have little sympathy with the leader who, seeing ahead dangers 
which they have not perceived, sees therefore the necessity for giving close attention to 
some point of which they do not know the importance, and who (the human mind 
being limited) pays less attention than they think right tosome point which is rela- 
tively of minor importace. They have no sympathy at all for the Genius who has 
looked up lovingly into the Ideal, or been called by a Voice speaking in a langaige 
which even those who hear it hardly understand.

“rubbish ” is intensified by an uneisy suspicion that if the gentry take to making 
excursions to see rubbish grown on purpose, they may also take to despising farmers 
for not being interested in the beauties of the hedges ; and then there is always the 
danger that seeds may fly over into the farmer's own more rationally-tilled premises. 
In this spirit Jews have done many cruel and unwise acts, though in general they 
are the least cruel of all people as well as the shrewdest. Men like Spinoza, for 
instance, who are such ideally t ypical Hebrews that they see the value of the reli- 
gion of Moses in its organic connection with Gentile thought, are not, in the sense 
in which Jews use the term, Jewish enough to please their coreligionists, 


The tendency of the average Hebrew mind to despise typical Jews and fear their

influence, used in old days to be called by such harsh names as rebelliousness and 
stiff-neckedness. We have grown more philosophic and tolerant nowadays; we 
shrug our shoulders and remark that on ales défauts de ses qualitds ; but really there 
does seem to be something almost irreverent in the contempt of Jews for religious 
genius and pious fervour. Behind “ unconscious cerebration " there must lie a fact 
of some sort, Ifa man who has been absorbed in the desire to discover the Will of 
the Creator occasionally utters words that reveal to his hearers a truth which he 
himself as yet hardly understands, is it not logical to supposes that someone must 
have meant something by the words? Prophets of old thought that the Someone 
was “the God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob.” Itse ms a safe kind of statement ; 
general enough, and cautious enough, one would have supposeg, to satisfy even 
Jews ; but somehow Jews have seldom liked contemporaries who made it, The God of 
Abraham made excellent laws in the past; and all Jews who are worthy of the 
name-are willing to make great sacrifices for the sake of keeping those Laws ; but 
He is a distracting influence in the present ; and good Jews do not like to be dis- 
turbed. The synagogue ritual seems arranged to symbolise the idea that Jews 
wish to look when God has anything to show them, and to listen when He speaks ; 
but those who have formed their impression of Judaism from this Ideal Model. 
are sometimes perplexed by the conversation of actual Jews, even the most pious 
No doubt they are also perplexed by the contrast between our ritual and our 
lives. And in any case it would be entirely out of place were a Gentile writer to 


preach theology to the Lord's chosen People. We have nothing to do with their 


religion, otherwise than as learners, except in so far as their attitude towards it 
affects our own well-being. This, however, ic always must to a certain extent do. 
To each nation has been given “a charge to keep ;’ each is responsible to God for 
the safe keeping of its charge, and ought to develope its thought-life in its own 
way ; the nation that fails to dothis rightly will drift out of the general course 
of progress, But to Israel has been committed the central Trath, the great doc. 
trine of the Unity of all Truth; this fact gives to the Hebrew religion an excep- 
tional position as a centre of calm progress in the general thought-hurricane of 
the world, and to pious Jews an exceptional power of purifying Gentile religions 
by distinguishing the good elements in exch from sensuous and disorderly vagaries 
born of folly and divease. Whatever is a hindrance to the progress of Jewish cul- 
ture is a hindrance to the intellectual and moral progress of the worid. 

There is an organic connection between Jewish and Gentile religious life 
which cannot be severed ; nor can it be weakened with safety to any of us. Jews 
are not a nation apart ; they stand in relation to all nations as Levi of old did to 
the other tribes ; their office is to keep up that circulation of Truth which alone can 
render differentiation of thought safe or religious emotion pure. No country upon 
earth is large enough to contain permanently both fruc Judaism and avy form of 
vicious and self-indulgent culture; wherever Jews are to be found side by side 
either with sensuous and sensational religion, with hard and selfish materialism, 
with fantastic and false“{orms of over-refinement and over-tenderness, or with self- 
conscions and prurient wstheticism, one or other of these consequences must ensue : 
The Jews must, without any attempt at conversion, purify Geatile thought by mer» 
coutact: or Gentile influence must corrupt and degrade the Jews; . or there 
must be deadly persecution, Nor is it difficult to predict the result of each alter- 
native. The nation which succeeds in eliminating its Jews will gravitate towards 


ruin by its own weight; the nation which succeeds in corrupting its Jews is doomed 


to o¢ eaten away by the most hideous of all moral cancers ; the nation which resigns 
itself to accepting true Judaism as an integral factor in its thought-life is destined 
to find many forms of moral disease become extinct without anyone knowing how 
or why, as foul gases and-begailing marsh lights disappear when land is drained and 
tilled, At present, all three processes are in active progress ; and which is going 
on fastest, whoshall say! The appetite for many kinda of brain-vice has grown 
strong in us Gentiles through centuries of sinfal indulgence, and the depraved 
instincts will struegle long and die hard. But our trust is in God, Who, by natural 
selection, gives in the end the victory to those wh» obey the laws of health. That 
country will take the lead among the nations where first is organised the true rela- 
tion between the old Hebrew Philosophy of Religion and the Modern Gentile 
Philosophy of Science. In France and -England the union might be effected 
now if Jews were ready to take their share in the work. If they are not ready, it 
is not for lack of capable and devoted leaders, but for lack of power in the general 
body to appreciate good leaders. The tendency of the Hebrew mind to suspect 
humbug wherever there is fervour, and to respect nothing except behaviour conducted 
strictly on lines laid down beforehand, though it is the great safeguard of Judaism, 
still, like the drag on the wheel becomes sometimes a needless obstruction to pro- 
gress. If Jews, without forgetting their habitual caution, could learn to trust, cn 
suitable occasions, enthusiastic and pious leaders, to realize that spiritual-minded 
and far-seecing Jews are the appointed Light of the Gentiles and therefore the Glory 
of Israel, they would soon become fuci/e principes in religion and the acknowledged 
moral teachers of the world, Surely whoever lives to see that day will see the 
dawn of the Millennium, ,

THE JEWS OF 


LFROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
TANGIER, Jan. 7, 1885. 

The Demnat Jews question has of late assumed so alarming an aspect that 
cannot refrain from bringing it under public notice in all its terrible truth. 

Of all the representatives of civilised Powers in this country, Colonel Mat- 
thews, U nite dl States’ Consul!-General, is the only man who persevered in his 
d-fence of this persecuted community by keeping up an active correspondence 
with the Sultan’s Court on behalf of these unfortunates, whose situation becomes 
daily worse than before. No doubt European readers will have seen that the 
aah tulked-of edict of the Sultan was sent by an emissary, who was to read it 
to the Demnat commuuity, and report the result to His Majesty the Sultan. 

This functionary, being heavily bribed by the tyr innical G vernor, 1s said 
ty have sent a report, wherein the Jews who were attacked and wounded (three 
having been killed) are represented as the ag¢ressors, and the G;overnor as the man 
who imprisoned 4 few men in order to calm popular indignation and save the 
Jews from serious consequences. Such is the tenour of the Grand Vizier’s letter 
to Colonel Matthews, and he furthermore says, “ His Majesty, tle Sultan, can no 
lonver tolerate these acts of disloyalty and open rebellion against the lawful 
authority ; othe rwise Jews in other towns willact ina similar mann r, and the 
consequences will bea general popular rising against the Jews, who, in their 
weakness, will succumb to the attack. Furthermore, His Majesty considers that 
the Jewish delegates who are at Fez are inciting their br thren at Demnat to 
these criminal acts, whereby the Sultan’s authority is set at defiance and his 
Government insulted. All this will result in provoking popular feclings against 
Jews in all interior towns, and the Jews Mh ly be attackes in th; Mi ili, 
while Government officials will be powerless to protect them. For these reasons 
His Majesty has decided to have those who are in Fez arrested, and those whom 
the Governor imprisoned at Demnat, in order to protect them ugainst the Mocr- 
ish population's vengeance, brought to Fez, where all will be punished as, insti- 
yators and harbourers of disloyalty and rebellion. We recommend you also to 
drive away from you those Jews of Demnat who may appeal to vou ‘at Taneier, 
as all their complaints are falsehoods.” 

In the fuce of such threats and bars face d falsehoods, | can come to no 
other conelusion but that the Vizier is in league with the Governor of Demnat 
to carry out his dire intentions, and there will be nothing surprising. if we hea 
of a rene ral massacre in Demnat and elsewhere. Under the circumstan ev, | 
Fent a spe cial courier to lez, telling the deleg ites Lo place themselves in a safe 
sanctuary. I could not call them to Tangier for fear of their being murdered on 
l Lope my messenger may arrive in time to save the poor fellows - he 
is paid to travel day and night, and will get there in three days instead of five.

DEATH OF MR. EDWARD J. EMANUEL. 


A sad gap has been unexpectedly made in the band of young, earnest, 
zealous communal workers-by the death of Edward Janverin Emanuel, who died 
on Sunday morning last at St. Moritz, in the Engadine, at the early age of 33. He 
combined with a highly-cultured, well-stored mind a freshness of spirit and 
lightness of heart which greatly endeared him to a wide circle, and he evinced 
pleasure in devoting the “ First Fruits ’ 


of his cleverness, brightness and enthu- 
siasm to the communal service. 


The deceased was the youngest son of Mr. E. Emanuel, J.P., of Southsea, and 
brother of Mrs. Philip Magnus and Mr. Barrow Emanuel. 


He was born in 
Portsmouth, where he received his first education. 


He was a distinguished 
student of University College, Gower Street, where he took, perhaps, the largest 
number of prizes ever gained by one lad. With his accustomed enthusiasm and 
geniality for all things and persons he cared for, he endeavoured to infuse into 
all other past students of University College a desire to closely maintain in 
after life their connection with the College in which so many happy hourg 
had been spent. With this object he successfully started the idea of holding an 
annual Old Boys’ Dinner of which he has acted, since its establishment, as 
joint honorary Secretary with Mr. Talfourd Ely. He adopted the legal profes- 
sion, graduated in honours LL.B. at London University ; and ywas a member 
of the firm of Messrs. Lousada and Emanuel, Solicitors, Austin Friars. He was 
always proud of having been the first, or among the first, to enter Paris with 
food-supplir s alter the siege, and before he had definit: ly resolved to devote 
himself to the prof ssion of law. 


The institution with which Mr. Emanuel was most closely connécted 


during his too brief public career was the Anglo-Jewish Association. After having 
for a short time served his apprenticeship, as it were, on the Ways and Mcans 
Committee, he was at the annual meetingin July 1875, elected a member of the 
Council. On this body he was one of the mosi active and useful workers. . The 
abilities which he displayed after his election to the Council, secured for him 
seats both on the Education and the Executive Committees of the Association. 
On the last named Commtitee, few of its members devoted themselves 
more thoroughly to its Onerous and varied labours: than Edward Emanuel. 
Yielding to none in-his keen sympathy for the suff-rings of the oppressed Jews 
in the East, with which he became intimately acquainted from personal obserya- 


tion as well as from extensive reiding, he never allowed his sterling common 


sense to be carried away by mere sentiment in the consideration of measures 
for the amelioration of the soc) il and political condition of his Eastern brethre n. 
His sound opimions, therefore, received the utmost deference at the hands 
of his colleagues, especially those who were his seniors in a 


ge and. in ex- 
perience. 


A subject in which he took especial interest was the raising of the 
moral and intellectual status of Jewish women in Eastern countries ; and he 
had the satisfaction of seeing his exertions on their behalf brought to fruition 
by the establishment of schools for the elementary and industrial training of 
girls. An effective speaker, Mr. Emanuel at times addressed public meetings of 
Branches of the Association, as member of a deputation from the ‘parent body 
The Council availed itsclf of his literary abilities by requesting him to take 
part in the revision f recent annual reports and of other documents issued by 
the Association. Inthe early part of last year he visited Tunis, and the im- 
pressions he gained, during his stay, of the Jewish community and school in that 
city were embodicd by him in a very interesting paper which he contributed to 
the last annual report of the Association. 

Among other-communal services which the deceased rendered were those 
given in connection with the Visiting and Industrial Committees of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians. 


Of the former Committee he was a member for over ten, 
years, 


He was studiously unostentatious in acts of benevolence, and his will 
givesevidence of his thoughtfulness for others. Endowed withartistic taste and 
literary ability, he contributed occasionally to our columns and the general 
A few months ago symptoms of tuberculous disease manifested themselves, 
and his medical advisers suggested that he should spend the winter at St Moritz, 
whither he repaired last October. His brother, Mr. Barrow Emanuel, left him 
only on the 27th ult., without beingaware of the serious inroad the disease had 
made. Mr. David F, Schloss, a loving friend, went to the Engadine a fortnight 
ago to cheer him up, but his depressed condition indicated, but too surely, tuber- 
cule in the brain. Comforted by the presence of ‘his bosom friend and a Jewish 
family staying at St. Moritz, who willingly paid him great attention, he died 
physically faraway from his kinsfulk, but always in spirit near to them. Mr 
Schloss accompanied the body to England, and it was met at Calais by Mr. 
Philip Magnus. The funeral will take place on Sunday next (from 4, Hyde 
Park Mansions), at half-past eleven, and the remains will be interred at the 
Cemetery at Balls Pond. A young man of ‘exceptional promise, he has pass: d 
away like a meteor leaving a trail of light. in his path,-but causing gloom in 
the hearts of those who had learnt to love and admire him for his rare good 
qualities of mind and

— 


Tue Committee of the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious 
Knowledge have taken a wise step in establishing a Board Schools Religious 
Class Fund. Jn imparting -to the Fund a distinct individuality, and in 
svliciting independent contributions to it, the Committee have adopted the best 
mode of bringing into sharp relief what is by far the most considerable branch 
o. its work. in respect both of magnitude and importance, and of rallying 
to it the sympathy and the support of the community, 


lt was time that 
such an attempt was mace. 


‘or some reason not easily to be defined, the 
Association has for many years past preferred to keep itself in the back- 
ground, It has made only the feeblest and the moat spasmodic efforts to 


engage the communal good-will and assistance. It has been content to 


declare from time to time its financial miseries, and to accept the few pounds 
Which have been vouchsafed to it for their relief. But it might have made 
more determined attacks on the generosity of the public, seeing that. it 
advocates a cause which is not to be surpassed for greatness or urgency. It 
iS A Cause, moreover, which has only to be pleaded in a manner which shows 


that its advocates are in earnest in order to command the ready help of that 
hap pily large number 


of persons who are staunch friends of Jewish 
Kdue ‘ation, 


To provide facilities for Religious Teaching in Board Schools is, for the 
community, the great educational work both of to-day and to-morrow. It 
is a task whose performance is demanded by existing wants, and which will 
become still more urgent as the times change and the circumstances of the 
Community change with them. The Jewish poor have increased at an amazing

It is some seven yeers ago since the Jewish Association for 
the Diffusion of Religious Knowledve established its first Board Sehool 


Religious Class in Old Castle Street. It has now Classes at work in econ 


nection with three Board Schools. all of which are at the East End. At 
the outset the number of children taught was only 400 ;

tracted. But we may be sure that the number of children requiring religious 


continue to grow, and that 
the necessary provision for their requirements will have to be grafted upon 


the Board Schools. or at any rate to be made independent of denominational

We have always been careful to insist upon the necessity of upholding 
the educational institutions of the community. We believe that those insti- 
tutions are best adapted to meet the peculiar needs of the large number of 
Jewish children who are of foreign extraction. We hold further that. pro- 
vided the secular teaching is of the best possible kind, as is the ease with 
our great Jewish sehools, the denominational system is to be preferred in the 
interests of Judaism. But if, as there is every reason to believe, the Jew- 
ish poor are destined to become numerically stronger year after year, the 
community must be prepared to modify the attitude which it has hitherto very 
properly maintained with respect to this question. 


There must come a time 
when it will have to décide between 


building new schools and availing itself 
of the facilities for secular instruction which are offered by the School 
Boards, It is not difficult to predict what the decision will be. While the 
existing Jewish schools will be maintained as hitherto, the commmnity will 
decline to tmpose upon itself additional burdens of the same sort. The 
ary ute nt will pre vail which has for some time been aly: anced by thie OpPpo- 
nents of denominationalism, and it will at las t he re nerally acreed th: at the 
payment of the School Board rate exempts elews from the necessity of pro- 
viding special secular instruction for the children of their poor. The edu 
cational work of the community will thus be restricted to religious teaching, 
the communal schools alrealy established being the 
This anticipation of the future is. all -the more reliable inasmuch as the 
change in communal opinion which we have foreshadowed has already com- 
menced. No less than sixteen hundred ehildren have been added in a few 
years to the pupils receiving religious instrue tion at the cast of the commu- 
nity, and vet they have been provided for without the establishment of any 
new Jewish school. Nay, the establishment of such a school has not even 
been suggested. The community has-been content to let things provide 
for themselves, or rather to allow the. Association for the biffasion of 
Religious Knowledge to provide for them It is hardly to be supposed 
that the mandate which it passively permitted the Assooiation to take 
when the manner in which iS might be employed was uncertain will be with- 
drawn now that its judicious. use is beyond controversy. The movement 
begun at Old Castle Street more than seven years ago is clearly destined to 
have a still wider range, nay, to mark an epoch in the history of Anglo 
Jewish Education, 


The Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge is 
certainly to be commended for both the insight and the prevision which it 
manifested in establishing its Board School Classes. It saw an excellent 
opening for efforts such as it was created to carry out, and what is more it ener 
getically and wisely used the opportunity when it was perceived, It may 
fairly be credited, too, with having foreseen that the principle un lerlying 
its Board School Classes promises to animate every new departure in the 
domain of Jewish teaching in England, Atany ratethe establishment of the 
Board School Religions Class Fund conclusively proves that the Association 
is alive to the importance of the work which the Fund is to help for- 
ward, Whether this sharpening of perception is, or is not, of recent late 
we will not stop to enquire.

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public. It is for the Association to take care to keep it before the public, 
not merely by periodical appeals, but by continual references to the results 
achieved in this sphere of its operations. The Association has put forth a 
new branch ; it must not suffer the offshoot to wither through any want of 
vitality in the parent trunk. If this Board School Class lund is to prosper, 
the Association itself must be vigorous and alert. It is not enough to 
collect contributions, not enough even to polish the existing Religious 
Classes into the highest degree of efficiency. The Association must have 
always in its mind's eye the possibility of extending its labours in this 
particular field, and be ready to grasp thé opportunity for extending them 
whenever it comes, Only in this way will it be faithful to the duty which 
devolves upon it, and prove that it is really impressed with the greatness of 
the work of which it has laid the foundations. 

The time will come when further provision will have to be made in 
London for the religious instruction of poor Jewish children. ‘The Associa- 
tion must be on the watch for the indications of such a want. In the mean- 
time there is the questionof provincial Jewish teaching which calls for earlier 
action. We have recently dwelt upon the unsatisfactory state of this ques- 
tion. It is an anomaly that, while so much is dlone for Jewish education 4n 
the inetropolis, it should be treated with something like neglect in the pro- 
vinces, There are country congregations in which the arrangements for 
religious teaching are of the erudest, others again in which no arrangements 
whatever exist; either good or bad. ‘The case of Hanley must be a desperate 
one indeed when, as we announced last week, a minister is engaged by the 
Provincial Jewish Ministers’ Fund to proceed thither from Shefiield once a 
month to preach and hold religious classes. When a monthly lesson is an 
linprovement on the existing state of things, the latter must be represented 
by zero. But what is to become of the pupils of the Hanley Class in the 
intervals between the lessons ? 
for an entire month? It is clear that the whole question of Provincial 


Are they to be delivered up to forgetfulness 


Jewish Education needs attention. The Ministers’ Fund whieh has gallantly 
stepped into the breach at Hanley ought not to be left to engage in such 
forlorn hopes. A systematic campaign must be planned and carried out ; and 
the task belongs to the Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. 
The Association may enlist the co-operation of the Provincial Ministers: 
Fund; but to it chietly will the co mimunity look to deal adequately with 
this important question. The Association is doing good work in providing 
religious teaching for the children of the metropolitan Jewish poor. Itis a 
work which the crowded state of the comumunal schools and the competition 
of the Cheder combine to make indispensable. It is a work, too, which 
must be undertaken if the children of the Russian immigrant are to be edu- 
cated in the spirit of true Judaism, and so to be assimilated with the great 
hody of English Jews. But precisely the same considerations urge the 
initiation of similar efforts in the smallest provincial congregation. The 
Association will not have attained its proper development until it has recognized 
this truth, and taken adequate steps for giving practical effect to it, 


JEWISH COLONIZATION IN THE HOLY LAND. 


[FROM OUR. CORRESPONDENT. ] 
HAIFA, DEC, 25, 

As the varied fortunes which have attended the Jewish colonies that have 
now been established fur about two years in Palestine, cannot fail to interest 
your readers, some account of their present condition and prospects may not 
be unacceptable. These now number seven ia all, containing a population of 
some 1.300 or 1.400 souls. Of these four are in Judwa and three in Galilee. Of 
those in Jdudaa, I have not had personally so much opportunity ef judging as of 
those in Galilee. One, at Arkouf, is under Christian direction, of which I know 
nothing except from hearsay ; two, Rishon Lezion and Ekron, are still subsidised 
by the generosity of Baron Edmond de Rothschild, are carefully watched and 
administered, and are slowly but steadily reaching a position of independence 
On the whole their present position and prospects may be said to be encouraging, 
The fourth, Pesach Tikvah, is independent, but though the oldest of all the colo- 
nies, has had to struggle through great diMenlties, chiefly arising from the un- 
liealthiness of the climate in the low but fertile valley where land was originally 
acquired, The efforts of the colonists to obtain land and build houses on the hills, 
where the air is pure and healthy, immediately overlooking the original settlement, 
have been attended with the greatest dilliculties, entirely owing to the obstruc- 
tion thrown in the way by the Government. They have, hence, found themselves 
involved in law-suits with the Arabs, and have been unable to acquire the requi- 
site permission to build. The gallant manner in which they have struggled 
against all obstacles, the progress they have made in spite of them, and the vital 
importance it is to the colony that they should be able to build in healthy 
localities, render them worthy of support and assistance, both politically 
and materially. Indeed, had it not been for the political difliculties they 
have had to encounter, they would not now be in need of financial aid 
to help them to overcome them, and provide themselves with suitable 
living accommodation. In Galilee the three colonies are “Samarin,” “‘ Rosh 
Pina,’ and ** Yessod Hamalo ;” of these none have passed through a more pro- 
tracted period of difficulty and distress than the first. Two years have elapsed 


since they first broke ground at Samarin. Up to the present, owing to the 


‘prohibition of the Government, they lave not been able to build houses. 


Their wives and families have, during the whole of this period, been 
obliged to lodge at Haifa, eighteen miles distant. The long journey thus en- 
tailed upon the men every time they wished to see them, adding materially 
to the fatigues of their labour, while being deprived of all homes, or female 
assistance at the colony itself, rendered their existence one of the 
greatest privation and discomfort. Had it not been for the opportune support 
which they derived from Baron Edmond Rothschild at the most critical period of 
their fortunes, they must have inevitably starved to death, not through 
any fault of their own, but through circumstances over which they had no con- 
trol, resulting from the incompetence and maladministration of the Roumanian 
Committee under whose auspices they were sent to this country. 

The terrible experiences they have undergone have, however, only served to 
awaken their best qualities ; and they have given evidence of an amount of 
ye rseverance, fortitude, industry, and endurance which is a conclusive answer to 
those who deny that the Jew is devoid of all agricultural capacity. When I 
compare these horny-handed, bronzed, and weather-beaten sons of toil with the 
delicate creatures they seemed when I first saw them start for their colony two 
years ago, I have no fears for the result. After a long and arduous battle with the 
authorities, which bas lasted for more than a year, the victory has at last been 
won, and the permission is just obtained for the building of their houses. This 
happy result has been entirely due to the tact and energy of the principal ad- 
ministrator, Mr. Scheid, who has the general superintendence of the subsidised 
colonies, and than whom it would be impossible to find a person more highly 
qualitied. He tempers a severity, which is often necessary for the enforcement 
of rigid discipline, with a kind and humane treatment, which has secured for 
him the devotion of the colonists ; the only misfortune is that his duties else- 
where do not permit him to be a permanent resident in the country. 

Now that the opposition of the Government is overcome, it is to be hoped 
that a new and brighter era is dawning upon this much-tried colony, upon which, 
nevertheless, we see that a thighty change has been worked by the colonists 
during two years, when we look upon the large tracts of land which have been 
cleared and brought into cultivation during that period. 

The colonists of “Rosh Pina” have not been called upon to pass through 
these severe trials. They were comfortably housed at an early date. They own 
a fine tract of land, which they have worked with industry ; and although they 
had not capital enough to meet all their preliminary expenses and tide them over . 
the first years of hardship and poverty, and have been compelled to accept 
pecuniary aid from the benefactor of the other'three colonies, they will probably 
soon be in a position to dispense with all suchassistance. It is worthy of remark 
that the most trustworthy, industrious, and useful man among them is a native 
of Safed, who, as an experiment, was granted a piece of land in the colony, and 
whose local experience and knowlcdge of the language and of the country has 
been of great advantage. 

There remains only ongfolony to consider, and in bi half of this one I would 
venture to invoke the chanty of such of your readers as way feel an interest in 
the success of Jewish colonization. It is the small colony of “ Yessod Hamalo,” 
called also Mei Merom, situated on the luke of Huleh, or Waters of Merom. It 
is composed only of twelve families, numbering 36 souls in all. They have 
struggled on here for nearly two years, and have never sought aid, so far as I 
know, from anyone, though at the present moment they are sorely in need of it 
in order to buy stock and build themselves houses. Hitherto they have all 
herded together in one large room, which they have divided into compartments, 
the building having originally been the granary or storehouse of a native land- 
owner, They own about 500 acres of land, and with the aid of a little more 
money would, | believe, svon render themselves independent. Should any of 
your readers feel disposed to assist this small colony, the members of which are 
industrious and deserving men, and would forward their subscriptions to the 
Editor of the Jewish Chronicle for transmission to me, I will see that the 
moncy is properly applic 

In conclusion, I would remind those interested in the subject. that Jewish 

colonization in Palestine has never yet hada fair trial. In the face of the 
strenuous opposition to it which has been manifested on the part of the Govern- 
ment, no foreign immigrants, no watter what their nationality or former agri- 
cultural experience might have been, could have succecded. To .give Jewish 
agriculture a fair trial, under. existing political conditions, it would be necessary 
that the agriculturists should be natives of the country and Turkish subjects. 
Many such exist at Safed.- I have mentioned one who has proved an eminent 
success. The word colony, obnoxious to Turkish ears, should not be used. The 
land should be bought quietly, houses built upon it at intervals of time, so as 
not to excite too much attention, and families carefully selected and instailed in 
them. These families shou'd then he expected to repay in time the purchase- 
money to the original proprietors of the land. Should they fail to do so within 
a certain 1 riod, or not comply with the conditions under which they were 
originally placed upon the land, they should be summarily ejected ; if the pur- 
chase Wis prope rly managed, the original buyer would, under “no circumstances, 
have reason to regret it as a mere pecuniary @avestment, as, failing Jews, he 
could always have it profitably cultivated by Arabs. Such a property owned by 
a British subject in the immediate neighbourhood of Safed, upon which he could 
always place native Jews of that town as tenants, willing to gain their livelihood 
by agriculture, would not only test the industry and agricultural capacity of the 
Jews, but it would be the cleverest blow that could be struck at the Haluka, and 
the whole train of evils arising from it. 

I forgot to mention that a large tract of about 2,000 acres has been recently 
purchased by a rich society of Polish Jews, near Tiberias. Their agents, who 
made the purchase, are now in this country. They assure me that they are pos- 
sessed of sufficient funds to make it unlikely that they will ever need financial 


aid, the idea of receiving which they indignantly repudiate. Knowing that, 
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as foreigners, they will not be allowed to build establish them. 
a lves here, they have applied to be allowed to become Turkish subjects. They 
are now awaiting the result of their application. Should it he unfavourable. they 
consider the property a good investment at the price paid for it, and will culti- 
vate it by native labour on account of the society, while Te for better 
times.

| abetain from giving you any details regarding the apparently interminable 
quettion of the reorganisation of our community—they leave a sad impression on 
wy mind, the more so since they exhibit but too clearly the still backward state 
of the Jews in the East. We have, howover, not yet abandoned the hope that our 
community will scon enter in the path of reform, and that the actual di-sensions 
and dirorderly state of affairs will result in the moral awakenine of our plautecratie 
adm /‘nistratore. 

| will now pass on to a more agreeable subject. In one of the Jewish centres 
of this city, which has but recently been formed in the quarter known as Heitar 
Pasha, and comprises several distinguished familics, some leading persons hit upon 
the happy idea of naming the Boys’ School belonging to the Congrevation 
AWD (Habitation of Sir Moses Montéfiore), with the obj of per- 
petuating amongst us the name of this vene able Jewish patriarch.

Universelle in Constantinople—no light task owing to their number, With werm 
solicituce he inquired into the etate of the Jewish community during a virit which 
he paid to his Eminence, the Grard Rabbi M. Moisa Levy. Mr. Moca‘ta left here on 
Friday Jast for Athens, whence he will probably proceed to Salonica, The las‘- 
named city has a peculiar interest for him, since it was there that the late Dr. Meise 
Allatini, with whom I believe be was personally acquainted, enecessfully carried into 
(ffect his ardent wishes, ix the execution of which Mr. Mocatts materially 
contributed with bis purse, for the promotion of educa‘ion among the children of 
the Jewish community. 

I am pleased to inform you tha! the troubles at Tchourlu (near Constantinople) 
which were occasioned by the disappearance of a Greek child, have come to an end, 


thanks to the energy of the Central Government, which has severely punished the ‘

At the request of the Grand Ribbi, his Holiness the Ecumenical Patriarch

Jewish Home.—The fourteenth annual report of the Jewish Home, Stepney 
Green, which has been issued by the Committee, states that during the year just 
expired the institution has maintained the full number of 35 inmates, thus testing 
the capacity of the building to its utmost extent. Seven inmates have died, at the 
average age of SO years, and nine admissions have taken place in their stead. This 
tnerease was effected, notwithstanding that the subscriptions have not increased, and 
that there has been a diminution of nearly £60 in the donations, The entire ordi- 
tary expenditure amounted to within a fraction of 7s. a head per week, a result 
which could only be achieved by rigid care in the administration of every detail. 
With reference to the grant of £10 10s, (already noticed in thi journal) from the 
Whitechapel Board of Guardians, the Committee observe that this sabvention is 
valuable as an authoritative recognition of the useful work performed by the insti- 
tution, and they express their indebtedness, as well as that of the entire community.

JERUSALEM LETTER 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, ] 
JERUSALEM, Dec, 23, 1884, 

About two months ago I wrote you that the corner-stone for throa Yemen 
houses had been laid, and now I have the satisfaction to state that after due celebra. 
tion of the happy event (p'°3" M519M) these houses are already inhabited by three 
hitherto homeless Arab families, that three other honses are already being built 
after the completion of which a little synagozoue will be added to the new settle. 
ment. The last two Yemen families that were still. like wild beasts, livingin open caves, 
near Siloah, have been sheltered yesterday, so that in one respect, at least, all of them 
may look for the expected winter storms with greater equanimity. This success is 
entirely due to the. prompt and considerate action of the S clety O'AID Mwy, which, 
by the small fands coming to them from German collections, have managed to do 
eo much good, I am told that the first three houses cost £28 each, that the Jatter 
three, however, will cost only £25 each, In my letter of the 3lst October, I stated 
that English funds we-e aiding this enterprise. That was an error, The money 
collected in England is still safe in the banker's hand, not a farthing having been 
spent for the poor sufferers. This must, indeed, be a consolation to the kind donors, 
the greatest possible amount of benefit being thus kept in store for our Yemen 
brethren, There are, indecd, some ant quated people who pretend hating heard their 
fathers say, that he vives double who gives quickly, That may have been all right 
a hundred years ago, but in our time, when Fabius Cunctator’s dazzling example 
seems to direct the Western world, higher considerations, evidently, are at play. 
When the British public tamely submit to the astounding lethargy of their Govern- 
ment in Egyptian affairs, why should we Jews take offence at the unint lligible 
inactivity of our Committees? 

There are two gentlemen here from Ger aany and Holland respectively, to push 
the work of the new Jewish Hospital. Abont two years ago the house of the then 
Prussian Consulate had been bought for this purpose, but since then nothing has 
transpired. Jor the intended new Rothschild Hospital a place has been secured 
long ago, but besides that all remains in stuf» Now we shall see which 
of the two snails will overrun the other. So may he speak, who coolly looks on, 
But what shall the miserable Jewish poor say that are by necessity driven into ‘the 
Mission-hospital where exquisite tortures are ready for them? Tortures! Yes 
however disgusted |. may be at the use of big words,[ know no other expression 
of the tvinc. Imagine a poor patient, in particular, a pious Jewish woman, assailed 
by her physician, a converstonist, and scolded for not having learnt her portion of 
the New Te tament, and you W ill realise all the horrors of the situa ution, Do not 


fear that Iam led away by fancy; what I relate is the experience of a poor old 
dame, who is still shuddering in remembrance of what she suffered at the hands of 
these charitable missionaries, 

Our colonies are fighting their way onwards under immense difficulties, Last 
Sabbath they were fiercely attacked, by one of our popular preachers, in the Great 
Would to God, that all their enemies were: as harmless as this one. 
When TL inquired about the reason of the holy man’s wrath, [ learned thata wealthv 
Russian community that was in the habit of remitting yearly large amounts of 
money to their Jerusalem countrymen, had sent word to their elders in the Holy 
City that they must henceforth rely no more on these collections (chaluka), the 
biggest part of which in the future would go to the Colonisation Fund. This seems 
a very happy diversion. For, indeed, stopping at once the usnal distribution of 
money would be a very sad emergency to many miscrable families, but lessening 
it little by litile, and thus forcing the people to rely. on their own resources, 
must be hailed asa very happy event. The Sephardim do very well without these 
alms; their Chaluka remaining almost wholly in the hands of their rabbis 
(Chachamim), And this is perfectly according to the intentions of the donors, who 
wish to entertain Jewish learning in the Holy Land, and not ‘a mass of lazy beggars, 
The Russian end Germap monies, however, that, with a greater remblance of justice, — 
are distributed according to the number of souls, have nourished immense beggary,

coupled with disgusting greediness. These blemishes must be stamped out, partly 
by force, partly by the raising of the moral condition of our brothers, which can be 
effected only by the means of good schools.

Tue GALICIAN Causs CeLEBRE.—It will be remembered that some month® 
ago a Jewish couple, Moses Ritter an} his wife, together with a Christian peasant, 
were convicted at Cracow of the alleged murder of a Christian girl, Franziska 
Munich, and were condemned to death. On the part of the prisoners the sentence 
was appealed against, and the case came last week before the Court of Cassation in 
Cracow. This tribunal has ordered'a new trial, which is to take place before the 
Court of Cassation itself. 

JewrsH Epvcation 1x GALiciA.—The Vienna Alliance is with praiseworthy 
perseverance continuing to promoie by the aid of home resources only (as we pointed 
out was its duty). the education of the hitherto neglected Jewish children in 
Galicia, In addition to the eubventions we re ntly enumerated, the Alliance has 
voted an anuual grant te the Talmud Torah Schools in Brody, in order that the 
pupils may be taught the German and Polish languages and arithinetie. tlitherto 
the children frequenting these establishments have been utterly uoahle to read and 
write the vernacular, The knowledge which they will now acquire will materially 
aid them in gaining a livelihood on reaching manhood, instead of going through 
\ife as paupers, dependent for their subsistence on charitable relief, 

ANTI-SEMITIC Newsprarers.—-The Austrian Government bas forbidden the 
sale in that country of the anti-Semitic paper, Weotungarischer Grenzhete, published 
at Pressburg, Hungary. 

SALONICA.—An admirable work, that of teaching manual labour to girls, 
which was some time ago organised at the Alliance Girls’ School at Salonica, has 
been productive of gratifying results. A large number of girls, trained in this 
manner, have made such good progress, that they are now able toearn aliving either 
at home or in workshops, The Local Committee, encouraged by the success Of the 
apprenticing movement, are about tu give ita wide extension. Those wae ate aAC- 
quiinted with the inferior position which Jewish girls in Oriental countrie hgh 
formerly allowed to hold, will appreciate at its true worth the experiment now D ing 
successfully tried not alone in Salonica, but in other large towns of the Tursish 
Enyire, to give these girls a suitable technical training. 
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BOARD OF GUARDIANS.

The Cuateman welcomed Messrs. Ballin and Isaacs, newly elected members 
of the Board, who had already rendered valuable services to the institution in thetr 
capacities as members of s veral committees. Mr. Cohen express d his gr ti 
cation at seeing younger members of the Jewish community const intly taking 
an active part in communal affairs. There was thus every hope of the work 
being effectually carried on when the older workers had passed away, or were 
no longer able to give their services. 

The CuAtRMAN made a verbal report on the case of four dese rted children, 
which had been fully considered at the last meeting of the Board. Inthe interests 
of the measures which it was proposed to be taken by the Board, the Press was 
requested not to publish the details reported by Mr. Cohen. | 

Tife Board sanctioned the investment of a legacy of £20 from the late Miss 
Louisa Isaac. 

The Board confirmed the election of Mr. A. Arnholz as a member of. the 
Industrial Committee, and of Mr. Neville D. Cohen, as member of the Loan 
( onmnittee. 

A letter was read from Mr. Moss Benjamin, forwarding £10 worth of tickets 
from the Society “ Promoters of Charity.” 

A letter was read from Mr. Samuel Montagu, forwarding the sum of £52 as 
a special birthday gift for the maintenance of children removed from workhouses 
who are chargeable ta the Board, 

The CuainmMan reported that the monthly financial statement was relatively 
favourable compared with the previous year. The result of the appeal had been 
the receipt of £2,267 in donations end £88 in new subscriptions. Mr. Cohen 
wilded that Mr. Lawrence Isaacs had been indefatigable in his efforts in connec- 
tion with the annnal appeal.

THE SANITARY CONDITION OF WHITECHAPEL. 


Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, on behalf of the Sanitary Committee of the Jewi-h Board 
of Guardians, has forwarded an important communication to the Whitechapel 
Board of Works, in reply to a report by the latter body on the so-called “ charges ”’ 
made by the Jewish Board, with reference to the sanitary defects of the White- 
chapel district. It is stated that the 261 cases mentioned were merely “ repre- 
sentative, by no means exhausting the list, and embracei a pcrtion only of those 
parts of the district inhabited by the Jewish poor. It is pointed ovt that these 
facts are practically admitted by the representative Board of Works, and a hope 
8s €xprersec that that Board will remedy the crying sanitary defects which are so 
dctrimental to the h:alth of the district. There isa serious diverzence of opinion 
on certain points based upon there facts : ‘Tne water supply to water-closets, insuffi- 
clency of sanitary inspecting staff, ana the closing of housea deomed uufit for 
human habitation, It isfurther pointed out that the insufficiency of water supply is 


general in the district, quite. irrespective of the tenants’ religioa or 
pationality. Much stress is laid upon the importance of a sufficient 
md efficient water supply. The Committee. remark that the sug- 


yvertion as to the formation of-a staff of visitors’ to instruct and encourscre 
the poor in the sanitary principles to be observe by them in their habitations, has 
long been anticipated by the Jowish Board of Gaardians, For years past it has 
rent its honorary visitors, both ladies and gentlemen, to the homes of the poor, to 
impress apou them habits of cleanliness, and within the past two years the efforts 
of a fresh band of eneigeticand cultivated ladies have been exerted in the visita- 
on of the Jewish poor. Further and more exterded efforts in this direction are 
under consideration, and it is hoped that they may be productive of the results 
anticipated, But the visitors have always felt it to be use es to tak to the poor 
of cleanliness, in the absence of a proper water supply. Lor this reason.in the 
year 1s66, during the ontbreak of cholera, the Jewish Board took the initiative of 
procuring for the poor a constant water service, and at its own expense erecte! 
ttandpipes—an example that was shortly followed by the Local Board in several 
parie of the district — o giving the firet impetus to the movement which has tiuce 
happily resulted in a constant water supply throughout Whitechapel. 

The ineulliciency of the sanitary inspecting staff is in-i-ted upon, and details 
are given to show how imposes ble such @ work must be for artaff of two inspectors 
acting in a district containing 7,500 housee, 

Tbe Committee asent, without besitation, that most of the 87 houses notel in 
their list as unfit for human habitation tully answer the des:ription originally 
yiven of them. Of these houses the late melical officer, Dr. Liddle, reported in 
ini7: “.The houses are in such an unhealthy state that tLey cannot be improved 
without the necessity of totally abolishiry them.”’ The Committee again urge that 
with the Bell Lane area and the Pearl Street area the readiest and most economical 
course would be by summarily closing houses as unfit for human habitation. Every 
endeavour bas teen mede to avoid uuduly troubling the over- worked local officials ; 
and where theattention of owners is called to the unsauitary condition of houses, the 
letters were £0 worded as to avcid the appearance of notices iesued by a public 
authority. 

The true test of the sanitary condition of a district being the infautile rate of 
mortality, and especiaily the diarrhoms death-rate, attention is directei to the 
tignificant fact that, comparing Whitechapel with its neighbours in 1883. Woite- 
cbapel appears at the head of the list, This death-rate was considerably increased 

in 1534, the deaths from diarrhoea in Whitechapel having been 108, against 78 in 1883. 
The report of the Medical Officer, fur the quarter ending last September states 
the infant mortality of Whitechapelt» be 26 per cent. of the births, while that of 
Loudon waa only 22°2 per cent.,ciual to 56 per cent. of the total deaths in White- 
chapel, compared with the general London rate of 50°7 per cent. of the total deaths 

_ df, therefore, the vital statistics of the District point to any conclusion it is 
this ~that its sanitary condition is far below that of its neighbours. and it thus 
appears that a grave responsibility restson the local Board until more as ive mea- 
tures are taken for its amelioration.

Sunday last was “Hospital Sunday” in Liverrool, and sermons in aid of the 
Fund were delivered in the two synagogues.. At the Princes Road Synagogue the 
cervice was. as usual, choral; the choir being under the able direction of Mr. A, 
Saqui. The Rev. J. Polack preached from Eccles. iii.,3, “A time to heal,’ and in 
referring to the occasion which had brought them together, ssid that it had been 
urged that Hospital Sunday should be taken advantage of by the clergy for the 
purpose of discussing the many questions which arose from the existence in our 
midst of those imposing iratitations that aimed at maintaining the health of the 
nation. The subjects which the sight of a hospital suggested were numerous, and 
of deep interest and importance, The progress of medical science, the triumphs of 
surgical skill, the best system of administration as regarded the affairs of our hos- 
pitals and dispensaries. all afforded ample scope for intelligent inquiry and thought- 
ful instruction. In considering the uses of hospitals, the reverend gentleman said, 
in the first place, it was impossible to overrate the importance of hospitals as schools 
of medicire and surgery. Nothing was more remarkable in the history of these 
charitable institutions than the impetus they had given to the science and art of 
healing. To put the matter on the lowes! utilitsrian grounds, the medical charities 
deserved eager and generous support, for the advantage which all individually de- 
rived from their existence was incalcslable, A second object which was servel by 
the hospitals was that they constantly reminded them of the existence of disgrace- 
ful plague sp%ts in all cities and tows. A third use of the hospital« was shown in 
the terrible illustrations, with which they abounded, of the inexorabl “‘aws of nature 
that disease and debility sprang from the abuse of their physical ana mental fanc- 
tiers, So great and important were the. less obvious uses of h spitals that he should 
have a powerful argument for calling upon them to support liberally their loval 
medical charities were he to content himself with appealing to their own selfish- 
ness and self-interest. He did not, however, believe that they needed snch an 
ignoble lever to move them to generosity, and to extract the much-needed alms 
from their purses, He preferred to ectreat them to continue, and he hoped to 
increase, their aucual contributions to the hospital fund, on the more exalted ground 
of religion and humanity. He trusted it was not necessary for him, in solicitirg 
their practical and generous aid, to rouse their pity and sympathy by 
depictiog the affecting scenes which were daily experienced in their hospitals. At 
a time like the present, when the cry of depression in trade was so load and general, 
people began to draw thcir purse-strings tighter and to begrudge their usual volun- 
tary offerings to o»jects of benevolence. He implored them not to lest their charity 
be the portion of their expenditure which was to suffer Let them rather curtail 
the amount usually spent in amusements and Inxuries than make the poor poorer 
by reason of their economy. They should recollect that when trade was depressed, 
the pinch was felt far more severely by the straggling classes than by the rich and 
well-to-do. and at such times sickness tented rather to increase than grow leas, 
There was, therefore, every reason why they should make an extra sacrifice and 
augment theie annual donations, instead of giving less, “The collection which was 
subsequently made realised £50), 

At the Hope Place Syragogne the Reg. Dr. Stern delivered a sermon appropriate 
to the occasion. In the course of his sermon he said: The numerons and flourish- 
ing benevolent institations in our communities are brazen monuments of the 
humave spirit that lives within us, and will never, never die away. Brethren, in 
the practice of the law, and in the mode of worshipping God among men, opinions 
differ very widely, separating not only the various creeds and persuasions from one 
another. but also creating different netions and dissensions in one and the same 
creed ; but in the performance ot charity there is an immovable place of gathering 
for the whole of mankind, irrespective of racc and creed; and it is the common 
platform where all have to meet one another in order to practise true religion and 
lend each other a helping hand, according to the immortal words of the Prophet, 
“Have we not all one Father! lath not one God created us? Why should we 
deal treacherously with one another aud defile the covenant of our fathers?’ 
(Malachi ii, 10), When once, in an assemblace of Jewish tavants, the question was 
raised as to which was the most important sentence in the law, and one said this and 
another that, Rabbi Akita asserted it was the following verse : ** This is the book of 
the generations of man. In the day that God created man, in the likeness of God 
made He him” (Genesis v..1). Here it was clearly proved that we were all brothers, 
children of one and the same father, and, therefore, in duty bound to act towards 
every man on earth with brotherly love and brotherly feelings Having thus pointed 
out to them the great importance our religion attaches to benevolence, he appealed 
to them to display the same in a liberal and creditable way, and with a cheerful 
/ heart. The col ection amounted to £15 1s,

HE DIFFUSION OF RELIGIOUS KNOWLEDGE. 


The Rev. 8. SINGER distributed the prizes on Sanday last to the pupils of the 

bath Classes, in connection with the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of 
Rab ve Knowledge, which are held at the Jews’ Free School. 
the singing of2 Psalm in Hebrew by the choir, under the direc‘ion of 
‘ee Suyarman and Miss Hart, Mr. S. Moses, A. (of Triaity College, Oxford), read 
if the Hlonorary Superintendenta, The r por: stated that during the 
months the pupils have given much sati+faction by their attention to 
their stadies and by their regular attendance, The average attendance has increased 
from in to o50 In Ihe number ou the books is substantially 
larger. and the attendance has on some Occasions exceeded (00, All the classes are 
weekly inspected by one of the Superintendents, who bears witness to the bright- 
<< and intelligence displayed by the pupils, The retir ment as an Hon, Superin- 
ni ‘2 announced of Mr, Wolf Defries, B.A, whose place has been taken by Mr. 
The Hon. Saperintendents express their deep indebtedness to the Hon. 
ie of 20 in number, who impart instruction on Sabbaths, although 

for the most part employed in a similar occupation during the week. 
The CHAIRMAN, who was heartily cheered, then addre-sed the gathering. Having 
expressed the great gratification it afforded him to again occupy the chair ate 
ceremony such as had called them together thatday, Mr. Singer said that the first 
thing it behoved the children to do was to be as regular and as punctual as possible. 
If they were neglectful in their attendance at their day schools, there was a dreaded 
official in the shape of a School Board Visitor, to look after them, and to put such 
machinery in motion as would compel them to go to school. Bat the classes for 
religious instruction were voluntary both on the part of those who taught and 
There was but one judge who conld influence the children, and 
hat they carried in their own hearts, There was thus greater merit in the children 
coming from their own free will than in going to school because they could not 
help it. To him it was dreadful to think that Jewish boys and girls were growing up, 
who were utterly ignorant of their history and faith, wh » were unable to tell them- 
selves what they believed about God and their religious duties, and* why they en- 
} tertained these beliefs, and who could not even utter the prayers in the original 
sacred language. But as long as children could be induced to attend those classes, 
there need be no fear for th+ people of Israel. He would further ask the children 
to give their whole heart and mind to what they learned. Otherwise they might 
as well be in the streets or a hundred miles away. He admitted that it was a most 
dificalt task for teachers tocause pupils to fix their minds on the subjects on which 
I they were engaged, What was wanted of the children was not so much great 
talent as a determination to levote their powers steadfastly to the work in hand. 
The prizes he was about to distribute were but 4 small te-t of real merit. The true 
test was when children left school, and showed that what their teachers had taught 
them had made it possible for Jewish boys and girls at an early age to kuow and 
jo theirduty. He trusted that the children whom he was then addressing would 
go forth to the world faithful members of the Jewish community, so that all in- 
terested in them might rejoice in theie success and also at the knowledge for which 
they had that day gained prizes. Mr. Singer concluded by dwelling in graceful 
terms on the extremely valuable services rendered to the Classes by the Hon, Super 
intendents and teachers. 

Mr. SINGER then distributed the prizes, the recipients numbering about one. 
fifth of the pupils. Owing to some complaints made last year in this journal by a 
correspondent, as to the unfitness of certain works as prizes for Jewish children, 
special care was exercised by the Hon, Superintendents to reject all books which 
might contain objectiunable teachings. 

Mr. ELKAN N. Apver, M.A., Honorary Saperiotendent, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to the Rev. Mr. Singer, announced that henceforth prizes would also be given 
for regularity and purictuality, and that the authorities of the Jews’ Free School 

_ were willing tothrow open all their rooms for the purposes of the classes, Referring 
to the subject of “spiritual destitution, which had been discussed at the last meeting 
of the Council of the Unicved Synagogue, Mr. Adler ssidthatthe Polish Jews loved 

»their religion as much as their Engiish brethren, and eagerly seized every oppor-

THE RELATION OF CANAANITES AND HITTITES. 


On Sunday evening last Mr. Hyde Clarke delivered an interesting lecture on the 
” Relations of Canaanites aud Hittites,”’ before the members of the Jewish Working 
Men's Club and Lads’ Institute. Mr. Monracu presided. 

_ Mr. iiypr CLArke, who on rising was loudly ch-ered, said that next to the 
history of a people that which interested them most was the history of the country 
or of the nations with which they had been associated in former times. In this 
country great interest was felt in history of the Roman period, of the occupation.of 
Britain, wnd in the history of the ancient Britons. When his esteemed friend the 
President, to whom many members of the Club and others elsewhere were much in- 
debted (cheers); asked him to delivera lecture at the Club, he thought he would 
speak on a subject which would to a certain extent be fresh to: his audience, and of 
interest to them. a subject based on a know ledge of the Sacred Writings, and one 
that gave another proof of their value and useful application in matters of science. 
Unfortunately many men of science, and others, neglected the valaable evidence 
contained in the ancient books. Many travellers who had visited Palestine found 
than ove language was spoken over a vast extent of that country, a state totally 
different from that of the time of our progenitors, who on their entry into the Holy 
Land found it occupied by a variety of nations who undoubtedly spoke various lan- 
guages. In the Book of Genesis were chronicled the various tribes of the Jews who 
occupied different places, and at the period to which this record referred, the 
Semitic race did not occupy the positioa which it afterwards held, for so long 
a period, in the empire of the world, Clear and plain evidence showed that the 
country allotted to Israel as his future inheritance must have been occupied by a 
number of races inahigh state of advancement and who spoke a variety ot lan- 
guages, but what those languages were did not affect his lecture. The course of in- 
vestigation which he followed in his research extending over a quarter of a century 
in this fleld led him to the conclusion that the Khittim were in all respects the 
strongest nation with which Israel had to contend, and that the same class of 
nations must have contributed to the foundation of cities and the establic' ment of 
petty kinsdoms throughout Asia and Europe, The lecturer here referred fully to 
to the discovery of Khita and other inscriptions of which lithographic copies were 
handed- round tothe audience and fully explained. These inscriptions were in 
many cases difficult to decipher owing to the early era in which they bad 
been inscribed. la many cases theories were started which later and 
improved knowletige showed were in error. Captain Burton, the distinguished 
scholar and traveller, had discovered inscriptions which had caused much discussicu 
among men of science. Mr. Clarke had, however, since 1871 been atle to identify 
many of those which came from the Holy Land and the shores of the Archipelago, 

With the Egyptian and cuneiform inscriptions, decipherment depended on two dif- 

ferent courses, one of which was known. Mr. Clarke here illustrated by diagrams 
some of the inseriptions and demonStrated the difficulty which had been encountered 
in the attempt to fix some general course in the cha acters of the inscriptions. He 
stated that.at pre-ent the chance of decipherment depended on the small seal or 

boss, which was the only bilingual inscription krown. It had duplicate inscrip- 
tions in Khita, and one in Assyrian-cuneciform, which read : “ Tarkondemos, King 
of Land of With regard to the approximation of the Khita characters to 
the Assyrian, there was no conformity; bunt he, himself, read Tara), Kim(a), 

Demos, This was illustrated by the symbols of the Ball and Lion, and was the 
title of the Tarken, or Great King. The gold coins Darkon or Adarkunim con- 
tained in later books of Scripture, and supposed to be David's, were coins of the 
Great King. He had identified the same title on the several inscriptions from 
Hamah or Hamath or Carchemish in the British Moseum, and it had been found on 
the ancient monuments of the Niobe and Pseudososostris in Asia Minor, where 
he had seen them, He had identified them on namerous coins and objects found by 
Dr. Schliemann in the Troad, Some of the characters were found in South-west 
China and in Africa, It must not, however, be inferred that all analogous details 
in Asia Minor or Etruria related to the Khittim of the Holy Land, though he had 
applied the word Khita for wantof a better ; and some used Hittite, Not only inserip- 
tions on stone, but various coins and inscriptions on metal had been discovered and 
deciphered which tended towards displaying the truth of the identification of the 
Khittim with the Canaanites,

ARCH FOLOGICAL FRAUDS IN PALESTINE,—The early publication is announced 
of a work by M. Clermont Ganneau, the celebrated Freaoch explorer of Palestine, 
entitled “ Les Fraudes Archéologiques en Palestine.” The volume, which will be 
ilivetrated by numerous engravings, will contain a complete description of the false 
Mcahite po teries at Berliu, of Shapira’s notorious forgery of Deuteronomy, and of 
the different alleged monuments of Palestine and Phcenicia. 

Jewish CoLoNists IN CANADA,—In addition to the successful colony of 
Russian Jews established in Manitoba, especiaily at Winnipeg, where two syna- 
gogues have already been opened, and where the Jewish community ia daily recei- 
ving new accessions, an experimental agricultural settlement has been formed on 
the Pipestone Creek. This locality is situated between 20 and 50 miles south of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, near Moose Mountain. The colony conrists of 29 Jews 
with their families, and is somewhat more cosmopolitan than has hitherto been the 
care. The settlers are of Austrian, German, Hungarian, Polish aud Russian 
nationality. They have made a fair start in the cultivation of the soil and 
promise to thrive in their new home, 

A “DIAMOND” WeppinG.—A rare event, that of the completion of sixty 
years’ married life, was celebrated on the 5th inst. at Mayence, the happy couple 
being Herr and Frau’ Leo Reinach, of that town The Keinach family have for 
several centuries occupied a leading position in the Jewish community vf Mayence, 
Herr Leo Reinach has taken a conspicuous part in communal affairs, and is deserv- 
edly known for his benevolent deeds, One of his sons, Herr Hermana Reinach, is 
Adjunct-Burgomaster in Mayence, The entire town participated in the festivities 
on the 5th, an address of congratulation was presented by the Municipality, and 
the street in which the Reinachs reside was tastefully decorated by the innabitants |

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ANTI-JEWISH BIOT IN RUSSIA. 
[RECTER’S TELEGRAM. | 
BERLIN, JAN. 15, 
eT A serious anti-Jewish rict is stated fo have occurred at Vilkomir, in Lithu- 
ania, the aggressors being a number of newly-joined recruits. They attack d 
the Jews without distinction of age or sex, killing one Jewish water-carrier, and 


seriously injuring another. The police proving powerless to quel the di tur 
ance, the fire brigade were called out and dispersed the rioters. 


THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


Monsignor Isidor, Metropolitan of St. Petersburg, rece ntly celebrated the 
completion of 50 years’ tenure of office, On the day of the anniversary, Rabbi 
Dr. Drabkin. and the lay representatives of the Jewish community in the capital, 
waited on his Eminence and presented him with an address of congratulation, 
The address gratefully recalled the sympathetic attitude adopted towards the 
Jews by the Metropolitan and his clergy daring the dark days of anti-Jewish 
atrocities. Mgr. Isidor expressed himself as being highly gr tified with the mark 
of attention paid to him by the Jews, and reiterated his appreciation of cheir 
worth and his condemnation of the treatment to which they were subjected. 

The Russian Jews have another protector among the eminent members of 
the Greck Church in Mgr. Nicanow. Archbishop of Odessa. During the terrible 
period through which the Russian Jews passed in 1882, this prelate preached a 

sermon, in which he energetically denounced the’ persecution of the Jews. His 
generous defence of our oppressed coreligionists 1s stil] remembered by them, 
and when, during last month, the Archbishop visited El; “abethgrad, a deputation 
of the Jewish community presented him with a Hebr w Bible, richly bound and 
adorned with plates of chased silver. The Bible contained the following two 
inscriptions ; “* Monsignor Nicadnow, Archbishop of Odessa, faithful servant of 
Faith and Justice. An offering from the community of Elizabethgrad in testi- 
mony of veneration and profound gratitude.” “* The Christian and the Jew are 
two brothers. sons of the only God. the heavenly Father.” 

The Imperial Academy of Arts in St. Petersburg has awarded its large silver 
medal to one Jewish sculptor and to three painters. Certiticates of merit have 
also been granted to four other Jewish artists. 

Official statistics of the population of Poland in 1883 give 1 O78 000 as the 
number of Jews residing in that portion of the Empire. The Jews thus form 
lf per et nt. of the whole populati i. 

In Bulta (the seene of the terrible excesses during the persecutions of the 
Jews), a hostile spirit has again been aroused against our coreligionists, because 
some land vn the town has been leased for large aynounts, and because many 
Jews are at work in the fields as day labourers. 

At Kodima, there is a tobacco plantation. belonging to a Christian, where 
300 Jews are employed. The daily wages of each are 80 kopecks. 

The police at Kieff have of late made many raids on inns and public lodg- 
ings, in the hope of seizing Jews who have no right to live in the town, On one 
occasion they arrested a number of invalids, who had come to the city in search 
of medical help, and mercilessly expelled them during the night. 

M. Alexander de Giinxbarg, son of Baron Horace de Ginzburg, of St. Peters- 
burg, has been appointed by the Emperor a Cornet in the Wolhynian Regiment 
of Dragoons. The number of Jewish oflicers in the Russian army is, as is well 
known, very small. 

In the December number of the Journal of the Ministry of Public Instrue- 
tion, it is stated that in the year 1884 there were 280 Jewish students at the 
University of Charkoff, out of a total number or 1,067. 

At the initiative and expense of M, Leon Rosenthal, a muniticent patron of 
the study of Hebrew Literature, the St. Petersburg Socicty for the Promotion of 
Knowledge among the Russian Jews has undertaken the publication of classical 
Jewish works in the Hebrew language at cheap prices. 

The annual concert and ball at St. Petersburg in aid of poor Jewish students 
was held lately, and proved a complete success. Thanks to the co-operation of 
the principal artistes of the Imperial Opera and the French Theatre, the nett pro- 
ceeds realised 12,000 roubles, 


GERMANY. 

The Society at Konigsberg’ for the Prevention of Craelty to Animals does 
not share the views held by similar bodies in Switzerland with respect to the 
Jewish system of slanghtering animals. At one of the latest meetings of this 
society, stress was laid onthe fact that humanity, brotherly love, and the protec- 
tion of animals were principles of the Jewish faith;and that the writings of the 
Old Testament should be more closely taken to heart than they were at present 
by those who were anxious to see a general application of the humane laws for 
the prevention of cruclty to dumb animals. 

Professor Dr. Jatle, Dean of the Medical Faculty at the University of 
Kinigsberg, has lately been appointed ordinary member of the Imperial Sanitary 
Council. Prof. Jaffé has endeared himself both to Christians and Jews, on 
account of the me tical advice, medicine and nourishment he gives gratis at his 
private residence. 

M. Arnold Fraenkel, a recently deceased merchant of Breslan, has bequeathed 
150,000 marks to the municipality, with instructions that the interest shall be 
employed for the benelit of children of both sexes, and without distinction of 
creed. Another Jew, who died at Breslau, {err Alexander Oelsner, has left to 
his native town, Oels, the whole of his property amounting to upwards of 
500,000 marks, The beqnest is to be applied towards the support of former 
tradesmen, domestic servants, and workmen who are no longer able to maintain 
themselves. 

The synagogue at Schwabach has been burglariously entered, and several 
articles of value stolen from the building. A large number of prayer-books were 
destroyed, and the remnants strewn about the floor. 

The Society for the Education of Jewish Orphans in Palestine, which has its 
seat in I’rankfort -on-the-Maine, and of which Mr. Henry A. Franklin (now of 
London) is an active member, has obtained recognition from the State as a legal 
body. 

At Ingoldstadt preliminary steps have been taken for the establishment of a 


Jewish congregation. Such a congregation hus not existed in that town since 
the year 1397.

IN ROUMANIA. 


At the latest Medical Congress held at Bucharest, Dr. Mankas submitted 4 
report relative to the town of Bacau, from which it appeared that the mortality 
among the Jews in that place was considerably lower than among the othe 
inhabitants. This fact was accounted for on the following grounds: The Jews 
have recourse to a qualified medical practitioner from the very commencementr 
of an illness, whilst the Christians resort to quacks, and frequently only send fos 
a doctor when the patient is almost in the very throes of death. The result if 
that the majority of Jews die © *tween the ages of 50 and 60 years, and of 
Christians between 20 and 50 years old ; thas the Jews only pay the debt os 
nature when they can no longer be nseful to their families, whereas non-Jew 
are carried off in the very flower of their lives. What also contributes to pro- 
long the lives of Jews is their cleanly habits, which protect them from numerous 
dilments, ‘but the Roumanians, who are not so clean, often succumb to 
them. Finaliv, the Jews marry at a suitable age, and lead regular and tem. 
perate lives ; the Roumanians, on the other hand, lead a very irregular existence, 
In the thirst after education the Jews also show a remarkable superiority over 
Christians. Figures extracted from oficial statistics show that between the years 
1878 and 1883 the increase in the number of Jewish pupils of both sexes at the 
Public Schools, the Gymnasiums, and the Lyceums has been largely in excess of 
the augmentation of Christian pupils, 

A new Jewish Hospital was last month opened at Bucharest. The authori- 
ties, however, recognising the fact that suffering knows no creed, have deter 
mined that the Hospital shall be open to all comers without distinction of 
religion. 

A Roumanian journal, the Glokus, publishes statistics of the different 
classes composing the population of Roumania. According to these figures, the 
Jews only number 134.168 sonls. The figures given by-the London Statistical 
Society in its report for 1877, viz., 250,000, are likely to be nearer the mark. 

in a recent oceasion the Direction of the Roumanian State Railways gave an 
important contract toa Jew. The latter was, however, obliged to produce two 
Christiane to witness the signing of the agreement. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 


Several magistrates and juries at Lemberg have of late made themselves 
notorious, by convicting Jews of whose innocence there was not the shadow of a 
doubt. With scarcely an exception, the Higher Courts quashed the convictions 
on appeal by the defendants. One of the latter, in an address to the jary, had 
the boldness to declare that hatred of the Jews lay at the bottom of the unfa- 
vourable verdicts pronounced in his case and that of other coreligionists, who 
had had the misfortune to fall into the hands of anti-Semites. 

A deputation, representing the Jewish community in Bohemia, has waited on 
Baron Conrad, the Minister of Public Worship and Instruction in Vienna, with 
the ject of memorialising the Government to place on a more regular footing 
the legal status of the Jewish communities in Austria, The Minister informed 
the depart ition that A bill with this object in view had alr ady been drafted, and 
would be laid by Government before the Reichsrath at an opportune moment. 

The election of members of the Admiaistration of the Jewish Uommunity 
in Vienna has this year aroused unwonted interest. Hitherto the highest number 
of vetes did not exceed 600: on the present occasion as many as 1.858 persons 
voted. 

The trial of the musician Kirszanek, at Runanow (to which we recently re- 
ferred ), for the murder of a Jewish lad named Samuel Moses, hasresulted in a 
verdict of acquittal, 

The Supreme Criminal Court at Pesth has confirmed the sentence of three 
years’ imprisonment passed by the “ Royal Table” on Anton Windisch, former] y 
co-Editor of the notorious Pressburg anti-Jewish journal, Ws stungarischer 
Grenzbote. The offence with which he was charged was that of forgery. The 
Court at Pressburg originally sentenced him to one years’ imprisonment. 


Panris,-—The deaths are announce! in Paris, of Dr, Joseph de Castro, formerly 
of Constantinople, and a Senator of the Ottoman Empire, and of M, Benjamin 
Lévy, Inspector-General of Public Instruction and Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour.—Among the latest appointments to the Legion of Honour we observe the 
names of several coreligionists, military men and civilians. The latter include M. 
Theodore Lévy, Engineer in Chief of Roads and Bridges, a member of the Central 
Jewish Consistory of France.—The Jowrnal des Déhats, in one of its recent issues, 
published an article on the importance of Talmudical texts for the history of juris- 
prudence, 


PrrstA.—The principal synagogue in Teheran has been burnt to the ground, 
and all the Scro'ls of the Law fell a prey to the flames, The fire was the work of 
incendiaries, Their example has-been followed in other places, where in broad 
daylight Jewish houses of worship were vet on fire. '
